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DEER 

The  earliest  Deer  known  to  the  present  generation  lived  in  Culpepper 
and  Madison  Counties  Virginia.  It  is  not  known  when  the  first  Deer  went 
to  Virginia.  We  have  no  record  of  the  first  name  of  the  father  of  the  Deers 
listed  Nos.  1  to  7,  but  we  assume  it  to  have  been  Noah.  Our  only  authority 
for  this  assumption  is  that  Noah  Deer  (72)  of  Montezuma,  Indiana,  a 
grandson,  claimed  to  have  been  his  namesake. 

Tradition  and  other  evidence  indicate  his  German  descent.  Frances 
Deer  Clore  (2)  had  a  pronounced  German  accent.  She  possessed  a  German 
Hymnal  which  had  belonged  to  older  members  of  thg^family.  The  printer’s 
mark  wTas  as  follows:  “Boradenburg  Province. Near  Berlin,  Salle  Town  Ben, 
Date  12  July  1717.  Translated  meant:  Printed  in  the  town  of  Salle, 
Province  of  Boradenburg  near  Berlin  July  12,  1717.  She  also  possessed 
and  read  a  German  Bible.  Tradition  also  tells  us  the  name  Deer  is  a  con¬ 
traction  of  another  name  of  which  we  are  not  sure.  It  wras  Derr,  Durr  or 
Deur  or  very  similar  to  these  names.  The  genealogical  book  “American 
Families”  gives  only  “Derr.”  One  Jacob  Derr  went  from  Palatinate,  Ger¬ 
many,  to  Rotterdam,  Holland,  where  he  embarked  on  the  Loyal  Judith, 
landed  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  settled  in  Maryland,  and  established  a  mill. 
A  descendant  living  in  Oregon  has  acquired  fame  as  a  naturalist. 

The  genealogical  book  of  the  Garr  family  tells  us  the  Garrs  (Gaars) 
and  Clores  (Khlores)  came  over  on  the  Loyal  Judith  from  Rotterdam  to 
Philadelphia  landing  September  12,  1732.  Their  origin  wTas  in  the  Palatinate 
country  too. 

So  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  think  Deer  might  be  a  change  from  the 
names  Derr  and  that  the  Deers,  Clores  and  Garrs  may  have  all  “came  on 
the  same  boat”  as  one  of  our  relatives  has  jokingly  remarked. 

Evidently  the  change  of  name  occurred  previous  to  the  Revolution 
as  the  D.  A.  R.  records  showr  a  William  Deer  served  from  Virginia  as  a 
soldier.  Our  records  show  Simeon  Deer  (7)  was  born  in  Madison  County 
Virginia  in  1792  and  that  Urial  Deer  (41)  was  born  in  the  same  county 
October  7,  1810.  Th  is  wrould  indicate  the  Deers  wTere  in  Virginia  in  the 
late  18th  and  early  part  of  the  19th  centuries.  Elderly  Doctor  Clore  of 
Madison,  Virginia,  says  there  have  been  no  Deers  in  that  country  within 
his  recollection.  Many  of  the  name  Deer  in  various  localities  trace  to  the 
Deers  who  once  lived  in  Madison  and  Culpepper  Counties.  A  foot  note  in 
the  “Garr  Book”  informs  us  that  the  early  records  of  the  Madison  County 
Courthouse  were  destroyed  in  the  Battle  of  the  Wilderness  during  the 
Civil  War  and  that  the  Author  obtained  much  data  from  the  record  of  old 
Hebron  Church  near  Madison.  This  church  is  Lutheran  in  denomination 
and  was  dedicated  in  1720.  This  old  church  is  yet  in  splendid  condition 
and  most  interesting  in  its  architectural  arrangement.  Worship  is  held 
in  it  regularly  by  descendants  of  the  early  founders  including  the  Clores 
aijd  the  one  family  of  Gaars  remaining  in  the  vicinity.  The  church  houses 
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and  has  in  use  an  ancient  pipe  organ  quite  different  from  modern  makes. 
It  was  sent  as  a  gift  by  King  Gustave  Adolphns  of  Sweeden.  It  was  shipped 
to  Philadelphia  and  was  carted  overland  from  there  to  Madison.  There 
is  also  in  the  church  a  silver  baptismal  fount  and  communion  service 
bearing  inscriptions:  “Made  in  London  5-13-1727. ” 

The  Garr  book  copies  records  of  the  marriage  of  Reuben  Deer  to 
Elizabeth  Garr  December  15,  1795.  Descendants  of  this  couple  live  at 
Buffalo,  Missouri,  and  other  parts  of  the  state.  The  marriage  of  Lewis 
Deer  and  Margarite  Crigler  also  is  recorded.  It  occurred  in  the  year  1301. 
Some  of  their  descendants  now  live  in  Lalnie  County,  Missouri,  and  various 
parts  of  Kansas. 

The  marriages  of  Frances  Deer  to  Israel  Clore  February  17,  1805  and 
that  of  John  Deer  to  Margaret  Clore,  December  28,  1809  are  recorded. 

The  Deer  exodus  from  Virginia  seems  to  have  begun  early  in  the  19th 
century  as  our  records  show  that  Simeon  Deer  (7)  went  from  there  to 
Boone  County,  Kentucky,  in  1809  where  he  married  Mary  E.  Clore  in  1818. 

There  have  been  many  marriages  between  the  Clore,  Deer,  and  Garr 
families  in  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Indiana.  In  Indiana  the  relationship 
between  the  Deers  and  Gores  becomes  much  complicated. 

The  Garr  Book  also  mentions  the  marriage  of  Henry  Deer  to  Svnthia 
A.  Fisher  in  Bayle  countv.  Kentucky,  January  18,  1842.  Their  descendants 
are  to  be  found  in  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Missouri  and  Kansas.  The  marriages 
of  his  one  daughter  and  one  son  in  1805  and  1809  would  indicate  Xoah 
Deer  might  have  been  in  Madison  County,  Va.,  at  that  time. 

John  Deer  (4)  and  his  wife  Margaret  Clore  Deer  went  from  A  irainia 
to  Kentuckv  thence  to  Indiana.  He  settled  on  a  farm  about  five  miles 
northwest  of  Waveland,  Indiana,  in  the  N.  W.  J4  section  15.  On  this 
farm  he  lived,  reared  a  family  and  died.  He,  his  wife,  six  or  more  of  his 
children,  one  or  two  sisters  and  relatives  and  in-law  are  buried  in  the 
family  cemetery  in  the  center  of  the  farm.  The  land  was  entered  bv  John 
Deer  December  22,  1821.  The  original  sheepskin  deed  or  patent  is  in  the 
possession  of  Jess  Clore.  of  Alamo,  Indiana. 


Deers  of  Unidentified  Relationship 

Larkin  Deer  was  born  September  27.  1794  and  died  April  15,  1816. 
He  is  supposed  to  be  buried  at  Sidnev,  Illinois.  His  wife  returned  to  their 
former  home  in  Kentucky  uhere  she  is  buried. 

Moses  Deer,  son  of  Larkin  Deer,  went  with  his  parents  from  Eminence, 
Kentucky,  to  Illinois  when  four  vears  of  age  about  1830.  His  home  place 
was  about  21A  miles  north  of  Sidney.  He  reared  eight  children  some  of 
whom  now  live  in  Sidney.  James  Deer  lives  in  Longview,  Illinois,  and 
#  operates  a  grain  elevator.  Joe  Deer  lives  at  Tower  Hill,  Illinois. 
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Moses  Deer  and  Urial  Deer  visited  John  Deere  who  made  the  first 
iron  plow  and  found  him  to  be  a  red  headed  Irishman  and  decided  he  was 
no  kin  of  theirs.  The  Deers  at  Sidney  have  added  an  “E”  to  their  name, 
spelling  it  DEERE. 

The  above  data  was  supplied  by  Alice  and  Nora,  daughters  of  Moses 
Deer,  June  26,  1932. 

Urial  Deer  and  Moses  Deer  thought  themselves  to  be  cousins  and 
the  two  families  exchanged  visits. 

There  are  many  Deers  in  and  about  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  This  branch  of 
Deers  is  Roman  Catholic.  One  of  their  number  is  an  eminent  priest. 
Members  of  this  branch  live  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  near  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 

Descendants  of  John  Deere  (of  the  John  Deere  Plow  Co.)  living  in 
Kansas  City  claim  to  be  of  English  descent. 

There  are  Deers  at  Richmond  and  Lathrop,  Missouri,  who  are  English- 
Canadian  and  have  been  in  Missouri  only  a  short  while. 

There  are  many  Deers  in  Rappahannock  County,  Virginia. 

A  “Buddy”  Deer  was  an  outstanding  athlete  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  a  decade  ago. 

Many  of  the  Deers  have  added  a  final  E  spelling  the  name  DEERE. 

There  are  many  Deers  and  Clores  in  Johnson  County,  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Irvine  Deer,  formerly  of  Indianapolis  and  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  now  of  Hollywood,  Calif.,  where  he  is  connected  with  the  moving 
picture  industry  in  an  advisory  way,  is  a  native  of  White  County,  Indiana. 
His  father  died  when  he  (Irvine)  was  an  infant.  He  had  never  known  his 
family  and  was  ignorant  of  its  history  or  origin. 

The  name  Deer  is  popular  among  some  of  the  Indian  tribes.  Usually 
preceded  by  such 
“Swift”,  etc.

Bible  Record 

The  following  was  copied  from  an  old  Bible  of  Benjamin  F.  Deer 
(75),  now  in  possession  of  his  son,  John  D.  Deer  (753).  It  shows  evidence 
of  being  copied  from  an  older  Bible  or  record. 

In  the  case  of  John  Deer,  Simeon  Deer  and  Solomon  Deer  which  were 
written  at  the  last  with  no  dates  or  history  in  regard  to  them,  it  would  indh 
cate  that  the  father  did  not  finish  his  record  or  that  the  one  who  copied  did 
not  finish  his  copying,  but  only  wrote  the  names  of  the  three.  We  have 
no  written  record  or  tradition  of  Susanna  Deer  or  Soloman  Deer  and  if 
.they  were  children  of  Noah  Deer,  that  would  make  nine  children.  We  have 


escriptive  first  names  as  “Speed”,  “Fleet”,  “Running' 
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a  written  obituary  of  Simeon  Deer  (7)  which  says  that  he  was  the  youngest 
in  age  of  a  family  of  eiglit  children.

“My  son,  Andrew  Deer,  was  born  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Christ  1780 
in  the  23rd  day  of  February.  When  baptised  his  God-father  and  God-mother 
were  Martin  Deer,  Jacob  Razor  and  Francis  Razor.” 

“My  daughter,  Frances  Deer,  was  born  in  the  year  of  1782  in  the  3rd 
day  of  December.  When  baptized  her  God-father  and  God-mother  were 
Martin  Deer  and  Catherine  Swindle.” 

“My  daughter,  Rosana  Deer,  was  born  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Christ 
1783  in  the  1st  day  of  August.  When  baptized  her  God-father  and  God¬ 
mother  were  Martin  Deer,  Frances  Rasor  and  Catherine  Swindle.” 

“My  son,  John  Deer,  was  born  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1769  February 
1st.  When  baptised  his  God-father  and  God-mother  were  Martin  Deer  and 
Barbara  Deer.”

At  the  moment  if  we  should  go  back  farther  in  point  of  time  and 
geneology  than  John  Deer  and  his  brothers  and  sisters  and  try  to  recon¬ 
struct  their  parents’  biography  we  would  be  delving  into  the  realm  of 
imagination  and  probably  into  wishful  thinking.  It  is  known  that  John 
Deer’s  older  sister  could  not  speak  English  plainly  and  she  used  her  German 
Bible.  These  facts  would  indicate  that  she  probably  was  born  in  Germany. 
In  referring  to  the  geneology  table  in  this  book  it  will  be  found  that  John 
Deer  had  one  brother  and  two  sisters  older  and  one  sister  and  two  brothers 
younger  than  himself. 

Three  of  the  seven  Deers  including  John  married  Clores.  who  in  turn 
were  probably  brother  and  sisters,  so  with  brothers  being  brothers-in-law, 
and  sisters  being  sisters-in-law,  the  resultant  generations  are  nearer  to 
each  other  than  at  first  thought.  Furthermore,  according  to  the  table,  two 
of  the  Deers  that  did  not  marry  Clores  were  never  parents.  It  is  little  wonder 
that  one  of  this  pioneer  family  stands  as  great-grand-mother  and  also  as 
great-aunt  of  individuals  of  the  present  generation. 

The  real  subject  of  this  sketch  is  John  Deer,  who  was  born  March 
4th,  1786.  He  grew  to  manhood  in  Virginia,  near  Madison  Court  House. 
What  were  his  experiences  and  station  in  society  in  the  years  long  gone, 
is  not  known.  That  he  bad  some  school  advantages  there  is  evidence  to 
show.  His  copy-book,  or  manuscript  of  school  tasks  is  still  a  valued  pos¬ 
session.  This  evidence  of  his  own  school  work  as  required  by  an  able 
instructor  is  a  combination  of  penmanship,  history  and  mathematics,  all 
in  one  and  bears  dates  from  August  17fh  to  August  26th,  1808,  and  an 
address  of  Madison  Court  House  in  Virginia.  There  evidently  were  some 
landed  interests  or  some  other  worldly  possessions  in  his  father’s  family. 
Or  could  it  be  that  he  was  thrifty  enough  to  accumulate  somewhat  for 
himself?  Not  long  after  this  school  time  he  married  Margaret  Clore  while 
yet  living  in  Virginia,  in  1809.  His  older  children  were  born  there  also. 
Recalling  again  the  geneology  table  we  find  that  there  were  born  to  this 
marriage  from  1810  to  1830,  nine  children  as  follows:  Urial  Deer,  Lucrecia 
Deer  (Canine),  William  Deer,  Mahala  Deer  (Rice),  Barilla  Deer,  Margaret 
Deer  (Clore),  Sarah  Deer  (Clore),  Jane  Deer  (Clore),  and  Elizabeth  Deer. 
John  and  Margaret  Deer  also  raised  their  grandson,  James  William  Rice. 
The  child’s  mother  died  of  a  prevalent  disease  yet  uncontrollable  at  that 
early  date.  Three  other  grown  children,  William,  Barilla  and  Lucrecia  Deer 
Canine,  died  of  the  same  disease  in  October  and  November  of  the  same 
autumn  of  1839.  The  five  remaining  children  lived  to  be  35,  49,  54,  79, 
and  79,  respectively.  All  five  were  parents  excepting  Elizabeth,  the  youngest, 
who  was  never  married. 

How  long  the  family  lived  in  Virginia  and  when  they  moved  to  Boone 
County,  Kentucky,  is  not  known.  The  records  in  Montgomery  County, 
Indiana,  show  that  John  Deer  entered  from  the  United  States  government 
160,  acres  of  land  on  December  22nd,  1824.  On  this  land  he  established 
his  home.  In  order  that  he  might  not  have  to  make  the  long  journey  alone 
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to  buy  tills  land  at  $1.25  per  acre,  and  in  order  that  he  might  have  family 
ties  in  this  new  land,  his  sister  Francis  Cl  ore  and  her  husband,  and  also 
his  brother  Joel  Deer  entered  their  undeveloped  homesteads  on  the  same 
day.  AH  this  land  is  located  in  Montgomery  County  within  one  mile  of 
the  “Shades”  and  northwest  of  what  is  now  Waveland.  In  1827,  John  Deer 
entered  160  acres  in  Montgomery  County.  In  1831  and  1832,  he  entered 
in  Fountain  County  320  acres,  on  part  of  which  Kingman  is  now  located. 

Part  of  this  land  is  still  in  the  family.  Having  secured  640  acres  from 
the  government,  his  allotment  was  fulfilled  according  to  the  law.  John 
Deer  and  his  relatives  secured  from  the  government  in  all  2957  acres  in 
Montgomery,  Fountain,  and  Parke  Counties.  It  is  true  that  in  those  davs 
the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  purchase  that  number  of  acres  was  com¬ 
paratively  large.  However,  the  stupendous  task  had  just  begun.  First  there 
must  be  a  home  built  and  shelter  for  livestock.  There  were  no  sawmills 
and  not  even  a  crosscut  saw.  He  was  the  sturdy  pioneer  with  just  an  axe 
and  a  determination  that  he  must  not  only  hew  the  timbers  for  buildings, 
but  literally  chop  and  hew  out  the  fields  for  the  crops.  For  “this  was  the 
forest  primeval”  with  “not  a  stick  amiss.” 

John  Deer  in  stature  was  smaller  than  the  average.  Margaret  Deer, 
his  wife,  was  larger  than  average.  At  least  two  of  their  children  were 
unusually  large,  the  youngest  daughter  having  weighed  well  over  four 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  It  is  significant  that  these  two  pioneer  people 
after  entering  their  farm,  lived  their  natural  lives  upon  the  same  and  were 
buried  together  with  six  of  their  children,  almost  in  the  center  of  the  farm. 
In  this  “village  of  the  dead”  called  the  John  Deer  cemetery  stands  a  sub¬ 
stantial  memorial  erected  in  1940  by  the  descendants  of  these  pioneer 
grandparents. 

Names  represent  lives.  Lives  represent  character.  It  is  therefore  fitting 
that  these  names  should  be  chiseled  in  concrete,  marble  and  granite  which 
are  no  more  solid  or  sturdy  than  the  lives  which  are  here  commemorated.

(7)  Simeon  Deer,  (Senior)  was  born  December  30th,  1792  in  Madison 
County,  Virginia.  In  the  year  1809  he  moved  with  his  mother's  family  to 
Kentucky,  being  then  in  his  seventeenth  year,  and  settled  in  Boone  County 
where  he  remained  until  his  marriage  to  Mary  Clore  in  1818,  after  which 
he  lived  in  Gallatin  County  until  1831,  then  he  emmigrated  to  Montgomery 
County,  Indiana,  and  purchased  a  farm  three  miles  north  of  Waveland 
where  he  remained  until  his  death  March  15th,  1878.  He  was  the  youngest 
in  age  and  the  last  surviver  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  eight  in  number, 
all  of  whom  lived  to  old  age,  his  own  family  consisting  of  eight  children, 
all  of  whom  with  one  exception  survived  him,  and  were  present  at  his 
funeral. 

In  early  life  he  joined  the  Middle  Creek  Regular  Baptist  Church  in 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  faithful  member.  Elder  Joseph  Swearingen  of  Alamo, 
preached  his  funeral.  Text,  Job.  14th  Chapter  and  14th  verse. 

Simeon  Deer  and  Mary  E.  Core  Deer’s  children:  1.  Permelia,  2.  Noah, 
3.  Lucinda,  4.  John,  5.  Benj.  Franklin,  6.  Mary  E.,  7.  Simeon  (junior), 
8.  Barbara  Ann  Deer. 

Simeon  Deer  (senior)  entered  80  acres  near  the  present  town  of  King- 
man,  Fountain  County,  Indiana,  in  section  30,  Township  18,  Range  7. 
Entered  August  the  25th  1836. 

When  Simeon  Deer  and  wife  were,  married  her  father  gave  her  a  female 
slave  for  a  wedding  present.  Her  husband  did  not  believe  in  slavery  so 
they  sold  her  for  a  thousand  dollars. 

Mary  E.  Clore,  wife  of  Simeon  Deer,  was  born  November  10,  1798, 
died  November  27th,  1880,  age  82.  Her  father  was  Michcal  Clore,  Jr., 
born  February  10th,  1772.  His  wife  Elizabeth  (Rice)  Clore  was  born 
February  20th,  1772.  Micheal  Clore,  Jr.,  died  July  10th,  1846.  His  wife 
Elizabeth  (Rice)  Clore  died  December  23rd,  1849. 

(71)  Permelia  Deer  Rice,  daughter  of  Simeon  Deer  (Senior)  and 
Mary  E.  Clore  Deer  was  born  in  Gallatin  County,  Kentucky,  October  1st, 
1820,  and  died  May  23rd,  1903.  In  1831  she  came  to  Montgomery  County, 
Indiana,  with  her  parents  where  she  lived  till  her  marriage  to  Washington 
Rice  September  12th,  1839.  He  had  served  in  the  Mexican  War.  To  this 
union  were  born  six  children:

(72)  Noah  Deer  son  of  Simeon  and  Mary  E.  Clore  Deer,  was  born 
November  4th,  1822  in  Galltain  County,  Kentucky.  In  1831  he  came  to 
Montgomery  County,  Indiana,  with  his  parents.  He  married  an  Ellis,  and 
there  was  one  child,  Martha  Deer.  She  married  a  Rains.  They  had  two  boys 
and  one  girl.  Noah  married  the  third  time.  He  lived  at  Montezuma  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

(73)  Lucinda  Deer  was  born  January  2nd,  1824  the  daughter  of 
Simeon  and  Mary  E.  Deer.  She  married  Joel  Mitchell  who  was  born  De¬ 
cember  31st,  1820.  To  this  union  were  born  seven  children: 

Elvina,  born  January  8th,  1845,  died  May,  1916. 

Emely  M.,  born  March  13th,  1848,  died  1930. 

Louis  M.,  born  May  1st,  1851,  died  1890. 

Agnes,  born  August  26th,  1854,  died  1906.

Nobin,  born  November  15th,  1859,  died  1921. 

Alice  A.,  born  July  21st,  1863,  died  1912. 

(74)  John  Deer,  son  of  Simeon  and  Mary  E.  Deer  was  born  in  Gallatin 
County,  Kentucky,  and  came  to  Indiana  with  his  parents  in  1831.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Van  Cleave.  To  this  union  were  born  four  children,  Nute, 
William  B.,  Simeon,  and  Catherine  Mary  Deer.  John  died  while  serving 
in  the  Civil  War. 

(741)  Nute  Deer  had  three  boys  and  four  girls:  Luther,  Frank,  May, 
Stella,  Alice  and  Medda.  Nute  Deer’s  wife  was  in  the  Galveston  flood.  She 
clung  to  a  tree  all  night,  but  died  from  exposure.

Frank  Deer,  son  of  Nute  Deer,  lived  in  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  in  the 
year  1932. 

(742)  “Bill”  Deer’s  children  were  Delno  Uel,  Wilda  Lena,  Flora,  and 
Lory.  Bill  lived  near  Corning,  Iowa,  in  1932  and  would  have  been  80  in 
October,  1932. 

(743)  Simeon  Deer,  son  of  John  Deer  lived  near  Corning,  Iowa,  and 
had  four  children:  Clem,  Edgar,  John,  and  Ethel. 

(744)  Catherine  Mary  had  two  children:  Benny  Williams  and  Elto 
Williams. 

(75)  Ben  Franklin  Deer,  the  son  of  Simeon  and  Mary  E.  Clore  Deer 
was  born  in  Gattatin  County,  Kentucky,  March  24th,  1829.  He  came  to 
Montgomery  County,  Indiana,  with  his  parents  in  1831.  After  his  marriage 
to  Cyntha  Stevens,  he  lived  on  the  prairie  in  the  northwest  part  of  Warren 
County,  later  moving  to  three  miles  northwest  of  Rainesville.  Three  of  their 
four  children  lived  to  grow  up:  Mary  E.  (Noll),  Judith  Estella  (Smith) 

.  and  John  Deer. 
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After  the  death  of  his  wife  Cynthia  he  married  Mrs.  Mahala  Elder 
and  moved  to  Boswell,  Benton  County,  Indiana.  He  was  associated  with 
a  Tile  Factory  for  a  while  and  was  also  a  partner  in  a  Dry  Goods  Store 
at  one  time. 

He  was  stricken  with  paralysis  about  three  years  before  his  death,  and 
was  taken  out  in  a  wheel  chair  part  of  the  time.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Regular  Baptist  Church.  He  died  February  2nd,  1900.  Mahala  Deer 
was  born  1835,  died  1912. 

(751)  Mary  E.  the  daughter  of  Ben  Franklin  Deer  and  Cynthia 
(Stevens)  Deer  married  Sam  Noll,  and  they  had  two  daughters,  Jessie 
(Noll)  Abolt  and  Estella  (Noll)  Hankins.  Mary  E.  Deer  Avas  born  July 
29th,  1860,  died  July  28th,  1936.  She  was  a  member  of  the  regular  Baptist 
Church  of  Big  Shawnee  Church,  near  Newtown,  Indiana.  Mary  E.  Noll 
lived  her  entire  married  life  in  Boswell. 

(752)  Judith  Estella  (Smith),  second  daughter  of  Benj.  Franklin  and 
Cynthia  (Stevens)  Deer,  was  born  January  19th,  1862  and  died  June.  4th, 
1927.  She  was  married  to  John  M.  Smith  April  8th,  1886.  They  went  to 
housekeeping  on  Mr.  Smith’s  farm,  but  in  1892  they  moved  to  Boswell, 
Indiana.  Early  in  married  life  she  united  with  the  Regular  Baptist  Church 
at  Shawnee  in  Fountain  County,  Indiana.  Later  she  became  a  loyal  supporter 
of  churches  and  many  other  good  causes,  for  the  welfare  of  people.  She 
had  a  Millinery  Store  for  a  while,  and  it  was  said  of  her  that  she  always 
knew  how  to  set  a  hat  on  the  head  correctly. 

(753)  John  Deer,  son  of  Benj.  Franklin  and  Cynthia  Stevens  Deer 
was  born  March  24th,  1865.  He  married  Ella  Roberts.  Having  no  children 
of  their  own  they  took  a  kindly  interest  in  their  neighbors’  children  and 
contributed  to  their  welfare  in  a  financial  way. 

Mary  E.  Deer,  daughter  of  Simeon  and  Mary  E.  Clore  Deer  was  born 
in  Gallatin  County,  Kentucky,  April  17,  1831.  When  a  small  child  she 
came  with  her  parents  (riding  on  her  mother’s  lap  on  horse  back)  to 
Montgomery  County,  Indiana,  where  she  lived  till  married  to  Henry  Pribe, 
a  Prussian.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  she  later  married  William  Allen 
of  Fountain  County.  There  were  no  children.  They  were  members  of  the 
Regular  Baptist  Church. 

(77)  Simeon  Deer,  Jr.,  the  son  of  Simeon  Senior  and  Mary  E.  Clore 
Deer  was  born  March  23rd,  1834  in  Montgomery  County,  Indiana.  March 
20th,  1860  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Sarah  Jane  Ireland.  Four  children 
were  born  to  this  union: 

Benj.  Franklin,  born  May  8th,  1861. 

Charley,  born  October  19th,  1862. 

Mary  Florence,  born  April  25th,  1865. 

John,  born  August  20th,  1869. 

His  wife  departed  this  life  September  21st,  1869,  while  living  in  Oregon. 
He  gave  the  youngest  child,  a  month  old  to  some  one  out  there,  and  with 
the  older  children  came  back  to  Indiana.  In  1871  he  was  married  to  Jane 
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Summers.  To  this  union  two  children  were  born:  Elijah,  born  February 
8th,  1872;  Martha  Ellen,  born  April  7th,  1880.  Simeon  Junior  was  a 
member  of  the  Regular  Baptist  Church.  He  departed  this  life  May  7th,  1902. 

(771)  Charley  Deer,  son  of  Simeon  and  Sarah  Jane  Ireland  Deer  was 
born  October  19th,  1862.  He  was  married  and  lived  near  Farmland,  Indiana. 
He  has  one  child. 

Elijah  Deer,  son  of  Simeon  Deer  was  married  to  Edna  Battles  in  1894. 

Martha  Ellen  Deer  married  Roy  Sunday  December  8th,  1900. 

(78)  Barbara  Ann  Deer,  the  youngest  of  eight  children  of  Simeon 
Senior  and  Mary  E.  Clore  Deer,  was  born  July  25th,  1837  in  Montgomery 
County,  Indiana,  three  miles  north  of  Waveland.  and  was  the  last  to 
survive.  When  a  young  girl  she  joined  the  New  School  Baptist  Church  in 
Montgomery  County.  On  April  9th,  1866  she  was  joined  in  marriage  to 
Benjamin  F.  Booth  of  Warren  County,  Indiana.  They  were  members  of 
the  Regular  Baptist  Church  at  Big  Shawnee  near  Newtown,  Indiana.  To 
this  union  were  born  Adelia,  Charles  H.,  Schuvler  C.,  Cvnthia  L..  Simeon. 
Demarius,  Atheolia,  John  F.,  and  James  W. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Booth  went  to  housekeeping  in  the  northwest  part  of 
Warren  County,  moving  on  to  Little  Pine  Creek  near  Rainesville,  Indiana, 
where  they  reared  their  children.  In  1893  they  moved  to  Boswell  in  Benton 
County,  Indiana.  In  1907  they  went  to  Roseburg,  Texas.  In  the  fall  of  the 
same  year  they  went  to  Palacios,  Texas,  for  the  winter.  They  spent  different 
winters  in  Florida,  and  spent  one  winter  in  California. 

In  1913  they  moved  to  Williamsport.  Indiana,  where  Mr.  Booth  passed 
away  January  1st.  1929.  age  96.  Barbara  Ann  (Deer)  Booth  passed  awav 
December  31st,  1935  at  the  age  of  98.  She  had  her  picture  taken  at  age 
of  96  with  the  six  generations  omitting  the  second  generation.

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URIAL  DEER 

Urial  Deer  was  born  in  Madison  County,  Virginia,  on  October  7th, 
1810,  the  son  of  John  Deer  and  Margaret  (Clore)  Deer. 

He  emigrated  with  his  parents  to  Boone  County,  Kentucky,  and 
lived  there  for  some  years  and  then  moved  to  Montgomery  County,  Indiana, 
where  his  father  entered  one  hundred  sixty  acres  of  land,  being  a  part  of 
section  fifteen  in  township  seventeen  north,  range  six  west,  Montgomery 
County,  Indiana,  on  the  22nd  day  of  December,  1824. 

Being  of  a  pioneer  family  his  education  was  limited,  but  a  book  that 
he  made  and  called  his  Copy  Book,  shows  he  took  interest  in  mathematics, 
rhyme  and  penmanship. 

He  entered  and  homesteaded  government  land  in  Fountain  and  Parke 
Counties,  Indiana. 

He  was  married  to  Frances  Long  July  27,  1837  the  daughter  of  James 
Long  of  Montgomery  County,  Indiana. 

There  was  seven  children:  Mary,  Emily,  Byron,  Mahala,  Jobe,  Huldah 
and  Oregon. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  April  30,  1855,  he  was  married  to  Rebecca 
Dixon  in  1865.  Two  children  were  born  to  them,  Harriet  and  Margaret. 

After  his  marriage  they  located  on  the  farm  which  he  had  previously 
entered  in  Fountain  County,  Indiana,  which  community  was  known  as  the 
“Flat  Woods”  country  and  on  which  lands  a  part  of  the  town  of  Kingman 
is  situated. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  the  home  farm  has  never  left  the 
family  and  is  now  owned  by  one  of  the  granddaughters.  The  land  which 
he  entered  being  virgin  timber  land,  the  timber  had  to  all  be  cleared 
off  before  it  could  be  cultivated,  many  of  the  trees  being  four  and  five 
feet  in  diameter. 

He  was  a  progressive  farmer  and  stock  raiser  and  a  successful  financier. 
He  raised  a  Shorthorn  calf  that  weighed  one  thousand  pounds  when  ten 
months  old.  He  did  many  things  which  proved  his  thoughts  were  in  advance 
of  his  time,  for  instance  the  growing  of  the  calf,  grafting  pear  limbs  into 
haw  trees  which  grew  haws  and  pears  on  one  tree,  grafting  two  kinds  of 
applies  on  one  apple  tree  and  telling  his  family  that  the  day  would  be 
when  the  country  would  be  cleared  of  its  timber,  with  good  buildings, 
fences,  drainage  and  good  roads  would  be  built  and  the  land  would  sell 
for  one  hundred  dollars  per  acre  or  more,  all  of  which  has  happened. 

He  accumulated  and  owned  a  large  amount  of  land  in  addition  to 
that  which  he  entered  from  the  Government.  He  deeded  all  his  land  to 
his  children  while  he  yet  lived. 

A  story  is  told  on  him  that  a  friend  asked  him  to  come  and  get  a 
basket  of  cider.  So  to  prove  his  ability  to  do  so  he  took  a  basket,  it  being 
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very  cold  weather,  he  repeatedly  wet  it  until  there  was  a  solid  sheet  of 
ice  frozen  over  all  parts  of  it  and  went  after  the  cider,  he  left  his  basket 
outside  the  door  of  the  house  of  his  friend  so  that  the  ice  would  stay  frozen, 
but  the  story  does  not  tell  if  he  got  the  cider. 

He  was  of  the  Baptist  faith  and  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  country. 
He  lived  with  his  daughter  Huldah  during  his  last  years  and  passed  away 
August  27,  1889  and  was  buried  in  the  Deer  cemetery  which  is  near  the 
center  of  the  farm  which  his  father  entered  in  1824,  by  the  side  of  his 
first  wife.  In  that  cemetery  is  buried  his  father,  mother,  brother  and  sister. 

A  memorial  was  erected  in  this  cemetery  in  1940  by  the  living 
descendants.

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JANE  DEER  (Clore)  <4S> 

Jane  Deer  was  born  on  the  farm  of  her  father,  John  Deer  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Indiana,  August  11,  1828.  She  was  the  eighth  child  of 
John  and  Margaret  (Clore)  Deer.  The  older  members  of  her  family  were 
born  in  Virginia.  Her  school  opportunities,  while  not  too  good,  were  taken 
advantage  of  in  a  creditable  manner.  It  has  been  said  many  times  that  she 
was  a  girl  of  rare  beauty  and  that  beauty  applied  also  to  her  character 
and  personality.  On  September  13th,  1849,  she  was  married  to  Elijah 
Clore.  There  were  twelve  children,  four  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The 
eight  who  arrived  at  maturity  are  herewith  named  in  the  order  of  their 
birth:  Martha  Ann,  Mary  Jane,  Sarah  E.,  Lucinda  J.,  John,  Joel.  Jesse  and 
Laroy.  Mary  Jane  married  Noah  Ransom  Myers;  Joel  married  Effie  Lowe; 
Jesse  married  Ada  Bayless;  and  Laroy  married  Anna  Laurel  Coats.  Mary 
Jane,  born  1851;  Jesse,  born  1870;  and  Laroy,  born  1875,  survive.  Jane 
Clore  died  in  Crawfordsville,  Indiana,  February  25th,  1907.  Elijah  Clore 
died  March  8th,  1920,  at  the  age  of  921/2  years. 

For  about  three  years  after  her  marriage  she  and  her  husband  lived 
in  Montgomery  County.  In  1852  they  purchased  the  160  acre  farm  three 
miles  east  of  the  town  which  is  now  Wallace  in  Fountain  County,  Indiana. 
As  a  suitable  name  for  the  farm,  after  it  had  enlarged  somewhat,  it  was 
called  “Fountain  Stock  Farm”.  Aside  from  the  farming  operations  they 
kept  and  developed  in  turn,  fancy  Shorthorn  cattle,  Berkshire  hogs  and 
speed  horses.  It  was  not  uncommon  to  have  four  and  five  workmen  on  the 
farm  for  the  varied  activities.  All  this  expanded  effort  added  up  to  a  lot 
of  work  and  management  not  only  on  the  farm,  but  in  the  home.  The 
acreage  increased  until  it  became  on  thousand. 

Jane  Deer  (Clore)  never  ceased  to  be  interested  in  her  relatives  as 
well  as  her  children.  She  knew  how  to  be  a  mother  to  others  as  well.  She 
reared  two  nieces,  Harriet  Deer  (Ewbank)  and  Margaret  Deer  (Parish), 
daughters  of  Urial  Deer.  She  also  raised  Cora  Weaver,  an  orphan  whom 
she  had  not  known  till  the  child  was  six  years  old.  Her  younger  sister. 
Elizabeth,  after  the  death  of  their  mother,  also  found  a  real  home  in  her 
last  years  with  the  Cl  ores.  All  in  all  she  gave  her  youth,  her  strength  and 
the  years  to  follow  for  the  dear  ones  about  her,  nor  did  she  shirk  any 
difficult  task  imposed  upon  her.  This  business  of  being  a  mother  at  the 
time  she  lived  was  a  difficult  task.  To  tell  it  all  would  be  a  continuous 
story  lasting  to  the  brink  of  Eternity. 

Of  all  the  dreads  and  fears  that  were  prominent  in  her  life  the  fearful 
thought  of  war  was  outstanding.  She  had  lived  through  the  Civil  War 
period.  Like  all  mothers  she  considered  war  the  horror  of  the  universe. 
Indeed,  fortunate  is  the  person,  although  life’s  span  may  have  been  brief, 
who  has  escaped  a  war  in  or  of  his  own  country. 

The  last  ten  years  of  her  life  were  spent  in  Crawfordsville.  Instead 
of  the  time  being  enjoyed  in  much  needed  rest  she  endured  a  great  deal 
in  suffring  until  her  death.  The  burial  was  in  the  Alamo,  Montgomery 
County,  cemetery  alongside  five  of  her  children. 
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ELIZABETH  DEER  (49) 


The  youngest  child  of  John  and  Margaret  Clore  Deer,  was  Elizabeth, 
who  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Indiana.  While  she  attended  school 
for  a  reasonable  period,  those  advantages  were  limited  by  a  very  peculiar 
circumstance.  From  early  childhood  she  was  abnormally  large,  and  of 
this  fact  she  became  sensitive.  When  somewhat  more  than  twenty  vears 
old,  she  was  offered  an  opportunity  of  traveling  with  a  circus  because 
of  her  unusual  size.  This  did  not  appeal  to  her  because  of  her  modest 
and  sensitive  disposition.  Her  religious  affiliations  and  inclinations  also 
surely  had  not  a  little  to  do  with  determining  her  course  in  life.  Elizabeth 
Deer  was  an  active  member  of  the  Primitive  or  Predestinarian  Baptist 
Church  at  Old  Union  near  Waveland.  She  had  a  wide  acquaintance  with 
the  members  of  her  denomination  even  in  other  parts  of  Indiana.  When 
she  had  her  especial  heavy  carriage  made  at  Crawfordsville,  it  was  that 
she  might  go  with  her  family  regularly  to  church  and  Baptist  Associations 
and  on  visits  in  the  home  of  friends. 

About  the  year  1875,  Aunt  Lizzie,  as  the  little  Clore’s  knew  her,  came 
to  live  in  the  home  of  her  sister,  Jane  Clore.  She  had  her  own  rooms 
built  that  she  might  take  full  advantage  of  the  things  she  enjoyed.  Her 
days  were  not  idle.  The  artist  instinct  drove  her  to  the  creation  of  many 
things  of  rare  beauty.  The  glass  cabinet,  which  she  kept  in  her  room,  con¬ 
tained  many  colorful  designs  of  yarn  flowers,  fashioned  upon  wire;  life¬ 
like  birds  suspended  in  midair  and  following  each  other  as  in  a  merry- 
go-round,  and  many  other  bits  of  handiwork  which  reflected  no  mean 
ability  in  the  builder.  Artistic  painting  with  brush  and  pen,  and  poetry 
with  a  religious  tone  show  forth  in  her  book  which  she  handed  down 
to  other  generations. 

She  enjoyed  many  hours  with  her  organ,  her  accordion,  and  her  songs 
not  all  of  which  were  of  a  serious  nature.  The  yard  at  the  new  home  was 
taken  over  by  her,  and  with  her  ability  of  selection  and  painstaking  care, 
that  front  yard  indeed  “blossomed  like  a  rose". 

There  was  no  brooding  over  the  thing  which  to  others  would  have 
been  a  serious  handicap.  What  with  the  correspondence  with  friends  and 
relatives  and  her  other  activities,  there  was  that  inner  cultivation  of  char¬ 
acter  and  nobility  which  would  cause  us  to  say,  “She  hath  done  what  she 
could"  and  has  done  it  well. 

She  was  buried  near  one  of  her  sisters  in  the  Howard  Clore  family 
ceintery  in  the  east  edge  of  Parke  County  not  more  than  one-half  mile 
from  her  birthplace. 
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GEMS  FROM  ELIZABETH  DEER'S  PERSONAL  SCRAP-BOOK

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EDMUND  DEER  <54> 

Edmund  Deer,  miller  and  farmer,  Annapolis  is  one  of  the  active 
business  men  of  Park  County,  and  he  was  born  in  Boone  County,  Kentucky, 
in  1825.  He  is  the  son  of  Joel  and  Sarah  (Garnett)  Deer,  who  were  natives 
of  Culpepper  County,  Virginia,  and  removed  from  Boone  County,  Kentucky, 
to  Montgomery  County,  Indiana,  in  1828. 

Here  Mr.  Deer  grew  to  man’s  estate,  in  the  meantime  working  in 
his  father’s  gristmill  and  attending  the  common  schools.  He  had  spent 
the  largest  part  of  his  life  in  the  mill  business,  that  being  his  father's 
business.  His  father  built  the  second  mill  built  on  Sugar  Creek,  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Indiana.  Mr.  Deer  has  obtained  two  patents  for  a  mill 
stone  dress. 

Mr.  Deer  came  to  Parke  County  in  1862  and  bought  an  interest  in 
the  Rockfort  mills  which  has  been  under  his  management  ever  since.  He 
spent  a  short  time  in  Missouri,  where  he  built  a  large  school  house  and 
established  a  school,  but  on  account  of  the  rebellion  he  abandoned  it. 

While  there  he  married  Mary  J.  Scott,  a  native  of  Ohio,  who  was 
raised  in  Missouri.  Since  the  first  of  1880,  he  has  established  a  millers 
exchange  business  at  Blooiningdale. 

He  is  a  prominent  Mason,  and  is  classed  with  the  prominent  business 
men  of  Parke  County.

Foreivord 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  family  I  hereby  give  myself  to  one  of  the 
most  sacred  tasks  of  my  life.  If  there  is  any  prize  worthy  to  be  cherished 
along  with  that  of  a  noble  patrimony,  it  is  the  privilege  of  having  some 
little  part  in  putting  into  permanent  form,  for  the  satisfaction  and  inspira¬ 
tion  of  the  coming  generations  the  story  and  lessons  of  such  a  heritage. 

Our  apology  for  committing  to  paper  the  biography  of  Joel  Garnett 
Deere  is  two-fold.  The  older  children  will  soon  pass  on  and  with  them 
the  facts  would  be  lost.  To  preserve  them  will  be  a  benediction.  Moreover, 
to  many  of  the  younger  generation  his  good  life  is  only  a  name  now. 
Although  less  than  ten  years  have  gone  since  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
was  among  us  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  grandchildren  who  are  fifteen 
years  old,  or  under,  have  little  or  no  memory  whatever  of  him.  It  becomes 
evident,  therefore,  that  there  is  occasion  for  a  simple  record  such  as  is 
here  proposed. 

Birth  and  Early  Li/e 

Joel  G.,  son  of  Joel  and  Sarah  Garnett  Deere,  had  Southern  blood  in 
his  veins,  having  first  seen  the  light  in  Boone  County,  Kentucky,  March 
29,  1828.  Although  he  was  too  young  to  appreciate  it,  a  tale  of  romance 
connected  itself  with  his  migration,  for  at  the  tender  age  of  six  months, 
his  mother,  riding  on  “horseback”,  bore  the  babe  in  her  lap  all  the  way 
to  Montgomery  County,  Indiana. 

The  family  first  settled  on  the  hill  south  of  Bluff  Mills,  where  thev 
purchased  properly  and  lived  in  a  cabin  off  the  road.  Later  a  house  was 
built  near  the  road,  and  in  this  Joel’s  father  died  suddenly  of  heart  failure, 
August  18,  1861.  Prior  to  this  the  father,  industrious  and  economical, 
farmed  for  a  time;  but  in  the  early  thirties  he  built  the  mill  in  connection 
with  which  the  son  was  destined  to  find  his  principal  life  wrork. 

Joel’s  mother  died  several  years  previous  to  the  death  of  the  father. 
The  son  w’as,  perhaps,  fifteen  years  of  age  when  the  mother  passed  awav. 
In  due  time  the  father  remarried,  this  event  taking  place  shortly  prior  to 
the  son’s  marriage  in  1849. 

As  a  boy,  Joel  Deere  had  limited  educational  advantages,  both  because 
the  facilities  for  learning  were  so  meager  in  that  day  and,  also,  because 
his  services  were  needed  on  the  farm.  For  a  few  winters  he  attended  a 
th  ree  months’  session  of  school  in  a  log  building  that  stood  in  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  the  Uncle  Sim  Deere  place  near  the  turn  of  the  lower  road 
leading  to  Waveland.  When  he  was  about  twenty-one  years  old  he  entered 
the  mill,  which  he  later  owned  in  conjunction  with  his  brother,  Edmund. 
After  a  time  the  brothers  dissolved  partnership,  and  for  years  the  firm 
was  familiarly  known  as  “Deere  and  Canine”,  the  new  member  being 
Will  iam  J.  Canine,  one  of  the  most  saintly  men  and  stalwart  pioneers 
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of  his  day.  The  only  other  change  in  the  firm  name  came  when  Tyre  L. 
Hanna  became  a  successor  to  William  J.  Canine,  deceased. 


Courtship ,  Marriage,  Growing  Family 

To  many  of  the  citizens  of  Montgomery  County  and  other  Counties,  the 
luckiest  day  that  ever  dawned  in  history  was  April  29,  1849,  when  Joel 
G.  Deere,  a  sedate  young  man  of  twenty-one,  and  Mary  E.  McGregg,  a 
blushing  young  lady  of  nineteen,  listened  to  the  words  that  made  them 
one.  Wrapped  up  in  that  event  were  twelve  other  marriages  which,  down 
to  date,  have  culminated  in  the  birth  of  forty  grandchildren  and  twelve 
great-grandchildren.  Like  Tennyson’s  Brooks,  the  family  name  bids  fair 
to  go  on  forever. 


The  courtship  of  the  first  parents  was  not  long,  lasting  about  two 
years.  After  much  patience  and  persistence  the  above  fact  was  secured  from 
her  who  was  a  parly  to  the  contract.  She  insists,  however,  that  she  was 
not  “fresh”  like  so  many  girls  nowadays,  and  that  she  always  “behaved 
herself”.  Unconsciously  she  was  voicing  Shakespeare:  “Not  stepping  o’er 
the  bounds  of  modesty.” 

The  first  home  of  the  newly  married  couple  was  a  humble  cabin  which 
stood  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  where  Stephen  now  livese.  Tims  the  career 
of  material  prosperity  and  child  begetting  began.  Perhaps  their  achievement 
in  the  latter  intensified  the  necessity  in  the  former. 

In  the  first  residence  no  children  were  horn  since  they  tarried  there 
hut  six  months.  The  story  is  different,  however,  when  one  looks  into  the 
birth  record  of  their  next  dwelling  place.  For  during  their  Slav  in  the  old 
house  that  stood  on  the  spot  where  the  Jesse  Reynolds  cottage  now  stands 
Mr.  “Stork”  brought  them  Joel  Thomas,  March  4.  1850;  Sarah  Elizabeth, 
April  14,  1852;  W  illiam  Edmund,  October  22,  1855;  Charles  Henry,  May 
13,  1857;  Susan  Anne,  September  21,  I860;  Elva  Jane,  July  15,  1863. 

In  March,  1865,  the  family  moved  still  farther  up  the  hill,  to  the 
Grandmother  Deere  house  where  they  tarried  long  enough  for  Albert  Mav- 
wood  to  he  horn  October  19,  1865.  In  1867  the  growing  family  succeeded 
in  getting  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  even  moving  out  to  the  WMlfe  place,  south 
and  east  of  Waveband.  There  they  lived  some  three  years,  until  George 
Washington,  of  whom  nothing  had  been  heard  before  October  10,  1868, 
accompanied  the  family  to  the  log  house  in  the  barn  yard  on  the  “Old 
Home  Place”.  In  tin's  temporary  residence  the  family  welcomed  John 
Harvey,  August  31,  1871,  while  Steven  Ellis,  horn  February  13,  1871.  had 
to  wait  until  the  new  house  that  now  marks  the  “Old  Home”  was  completed. 

Thus  it  will  he  seen  that  the  many  movings  and  the  more  births  swelled 
the  family,  in  twenlv-four  years,  from  two  to  twelve.  The  one  member  of 
the  household,  however,  not  included  in  this  calculation  is  Ellen,  who 
entered  the  family  by  the  friendly  route  of  sympathy  and  love  instead  of 
by  the  gateway  of  birth. 
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A  Beautiful  Incident 

The  story  of  her  corning  into  the  home  is  a  most  fascinating  one.  Her 
father,  Edmund,  being  Joel’s  brother,  and  her  mother,  Susanna,  being 
Mary’s  sister,  Ellen  is  very  close  akin  to  the  family  with  which  her  lot 
has  been  cast. 

At  the  time  of  her  birth,  the  parents  were  living  in  Crawfordsville  in 
a  house  which  has  only  recently  been  torn  away.  When  the  mother  realized 
that  she  must  leave  the  little  one,  the  hope  and  the  prayer  of  her  heart 
was  that  the  Uncle  and  the  Aunt,  then  living  at  Bluff  Mills,  might  reach 
the  bedside  in  time  for  her  to  have  the  dying  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
her  motherless  babe  had  been  placed  in  the  keeping  of  those  who  would 
receive  and  rear  her  as  their  own. 

The  mother’s  anxiety,  one  can  readily  share  when  it  is  recalled  that 
fifty  years  ago  ‘'there  were  no  fast  speeding  automobiles  nor  even  a  pos¬ 
sibility  of  communicating  by  telephone”. 

The  mother’s  request  was  granted.  The  little  one,  when  only  eleven 
days  old,  was  given  a  place  in  the  home  of  her  mother’s  choosing.  And 
those  who  know  will  readily  agree  that  the  affection  and  the  care  and  the 
opportunities  given  the  child  could  not  have  been  surpassed  had  she  grown 
up  in  the  home  of  her  birth.  Ever  has  she  been  cherished  as  a  devoted 
daughter  and  a  loyal  sister;  nor  is  it  forgotten  that  she  has  always  responded 
with  an  affection  both  true  and  tender. 

The  Children  of  the  Home 

The  history  of  a  tree  cannot  be  written  without  some  reference  to  its 
branches.  Nor  would  any  life-stolry  of  Joel  G.  Deere  be  complete  which 
failed  to  make  mention  of  his  children  in  whom  he  so  largely  lived.  Thomas, 
the  oTlesf,  was  married  to  Edna  L.  Canine  December  14,  1871.  4  heir  home 
was  gladdened  by  the  birth  of  nine  children.  The  good  mother  and  devoted 
wife  passed  to  her  reward  October  30,  1903,  leaving  behind  worthy  children 
and  a  loyal  husband  to  emulate  her  beautiful  traits  of  character. 

As  they  days  passed,  Thomas  found  a  worthy  companies  in  Sarah 
Warnack  to  whom  he  was  united  in  marriage  bv  his  brother  John*  Julv 
26,  1906.  They  are  living  at  present  south  and  east  of  Crawfordsville,  on 
a  farm  to  which  occupation  Thomas  has  devoted  most  of  his  life. 

Ellen  left  the  “Old  Home”  and  began  her  married  life  with  John  T. 
Whittington,  January  1,  1879.  The  stork  has  been  fairly  generous  there, 
having  visited  them  six  times,  all  of  the  children  yet  living  but  Euson, 
who  passed  away  October  6,  1886,  when  but  four  months  old.  The  family 
may  be  found  at  Cayuga  where  John  is  engaged  in  gardening  and  fruit 
raising. 

William,  the  third  child,  entered  upon  the  experiences  of  married  life 
January  1,  1879,  when  he  and  Abbie  Whittington  took  the  solemn  vows 
that  made  them  one.  Seven  children  blessed  the  union,  all  being  yet  alive 
but  two,  Guy  dying  in  infancy,  August  22,  1888,  while  Harry  passed  away 
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July  24,  1899,  just  entering  upon  young  manhood.  The  family  resides  in 
Indianapolis  where  William  is  engaged  in  the  commission  business  at  the 
Union  Stock  Yards. 

Charles  was  married  to  Alice  Canine,  November  5,  1879.  The  wife 
lived  but  few  years,  passing  away  April  21,  1888,  with  two  fine  sons  and 
a  devoted  husband  to  mourn  her  departure.  The  life  of  this  godly  woman 
was  a  benediction  to  her  home,  and  her  devotion  to  Christian  things  made 
her  influence  a  boon  to  her  church  and  a  blessing  to  her  friends.

The  passing  of  lonely  months  found  the  impulse  to  home  life  directing 
Charles  in  the  choice  of  a  companian  whom  he  was  fortunate  to  find  in 
Lucinda  Bloomfield,  the  marriage  taking  place  December  19,  1889.  Wave- 
land  is  their  postoffice,  where  Charles  is  a  stockman,  devoting  all  his  energies 
to  buying  and  selling  live  stock. 

Susan  became  the  bride  of  Charles  A.  Canine,  February  19,  1889. 
To  them  one  child  has  been  born.  Edith  is  at  present  a  student  in  Franklin 
College.  The  family  lives  on  a  farm  south  of  Freedom  church,  as  Charles 
is  devoting  his  life  to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil. 

Elva  began  her  matrimonial  journey  with  William  T.  Whittington 
October  26,  1887.  Although  two  children  blessed  their  hoine,  the  ravages 
of  disease  triumphed  in  one,  removing  therefrom  Mildred  Davis,  June  1, 
1903.  The  family  resides  at  Crawfordsville  where  William  T.  is  actively 
engaged  in  the  law,  a  profession  to  which  he  has  devoted  his  ability  with 
success. 

Albert  was  next  to  swing  into  matrimonial  line,  March  24,  1891  wit¬ 
nessing  his  marriage  to  Rebecca  A.  Whittington.  Five  children  have  crowned 
this  union,  all  living  but  Earl,  who  died  in  early  childhood,  February  10, 
1900.  This  family  may  be  found  one  mile  east  of  Freedom  church  on  a 
farm  wdiich  Albert  delights  to  call  his  own. 

George  resides  in  Waveland.  His  matrimonial  experiences  began  August 
23,  1893,  when  he  and  Ida  Litsey  joined  right  hands  “for  better  or  worse”. 
Four  children  claim  them  as  father  and  mother.  George  is  a  business  man 
with  varied  interests. 

John  vacated  the  haunts  of  single  life  and  was  married  to  Cora  Alice 
James,  August  18,  1897,  soon  after  his  graduation  from  Franklin  College. 
Maurice  and  James  came  as  the  fruits  of  this  union,  each  passing  away  at 
an  early  age,  the  former  December  14,  1900,  and  the  latter  August  10,  1904. 
The  family’s  address  is  Phoenix,  Arizona,  where  John  is  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church. 

Steven  became  a  benedict  February  13,  1900,  when  he  and  Fanny 
Welch  decided  to  live  in  the  same  house  and  to  pass  under  the  same  name. 
In  their  home  Frank  and  Marguerite  may  be  found  as  children  of  parents 
who  are  justly  proud  of  their  offspring.  Steven’s  address  is  Blufl  Mills, 
*  where  he  is  engaged  in  keeping  store. 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  size  of  the  family-tree  makes  Joel  G. 
Deere  and  his  companion  precursors  of  the  Rooseveltian  idea  of  domestic 
felicity.  Each  parent  played  well  his  part  in  the  making  of  a  livelihood, 
and  neither  knew  the  meaning  of  the  modern  word  “shirk”.  The  family  to 
be  supported,  to  say  nothing  about  the  industry  of  the  parents,  allowed 
the  word  no  setting  in  that  day  of  pioneer  toil  and  hardship. 

Personal  Appearance 

Physically,  the  father  of  us  all  bore  the  marks  of  his  German  extrac¬ 
tion.  He  was  about  five  feet  nine  inchees  in  height,  bulky  in  build,  with 
short  neck,  high  forehead,  and  honest  face.  His  straight  forward  tread 
disclosed  the  strength  and  the  direction  of  his  manhood.  Nature  lavished 
her  strength  upon  this  son  of  pioneer  days,  making  him  equual  to  the 
tasks  that  confronted,  whether  those  of  the  farm,  the  store,  the  mill,  or 
those  incident  to  walking  the  thousands  of  miles  that  he  covered  during 
the  many  years  of  his  daily  journeyings  to  and  from  his  place  of  business, 
one  mile  removed  from  his  home. 

A  sufficient  commentary  upon  his  physical  heritage  is  the  fact  that 
all  of  his  ten  children  inherited  strong  constitutions,  each  of  the  ten  save 
Sarah,  who  died  September  30,  1873,  being  yet  alive,  the  oldest  past  the 
age  of  sixty,  the  youngest  nearing  forty. 

Native  Endowment 

Had  Joel  Deere  been  given  the  opportunity  of  a  scholastic  training 
his  native  ability  would  have  given  him  station  above  many  of  his  fellows. 
His  practical  turn  of  mind,  his  dry  wit,  his  broad  sympathies,  his  honest 
nature,  his  fair  estimate  of  humanity  and  his  strong  mentality  would  have 
qualified  him,  with  college  training,  for  leadership. 

But — 

“Not  his  the  soldier’s  sword  to  wield, 

Nor  his  the  helm  of  state, 

Nor  glory  of  the  stricken  field, 

Nor  triumph  of  debate”. 

Education  he  appreciated.  Often  was  he  heard  to  speak  of  the  superior 
advantages  of  this  day  with  a  tinge  of  regret  that  it  was  not  true,  also, 
in  his  early  life.  His  children  he  encouraged  to  equip  themselves  mentally. 
During  the  period  of  school  the  work  of  the  farm  was  ever  subordinated 
to  study,  and  the  children  of  his  household  were  conscientiously  kept  at 
their  books  till  the  session  closed.  It  was  well  understood,  especially  among 
the  younger  children,  that  the  father  would  be  pleased  at  their  choice  of 
$1,000  with  a  view  to  a  college  course  instead  of  $1,000  with  a  view  to 
matrimony. 

Political  Affiliations 

Joel  G.  Deere  was  a  republican.  It  is  seriously  doubted  if  he  ever 
voted  for  a  democratic  candidate  for  the  presidency.  Locally,  however,  he 
j>ut  the  man  above  the  party;  and  right,  as  he  viewed  it,  did  he  ever 
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hold  above  wrong.  His  party  honored  him  by  electing  him  Counly  Com¬ 
missioner  for  one  term.  During  this  race  it  was  that  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow  citizens  was  voiced  by  a  friend  who 
said:  “  4Uncle  Joe’  has  got  to  be  elected  if  I  have  to  stump  the  County 
for  him”.  A  political  candidacy  which  is  sure  to  uncover  in  a  life  every¬ 
thing  bad,  even  though  it  never  happened,  could  disclose  nothing  more 
culpable  in  this  candidate  than  his  insistance  that  a  certain  man  who  had 
purchased  a  pair  of  boots  from  his  store  and  who  had  failed  after  many 
promises  to  pay  for  them  should  sit  right  down  at  the  roadside  where  the 
two  men  met,  take  off  the  boots,  turn  them  over  to  the  owner,  and  go  on 
his  barefoot  way. 

Career  and  Character  in  Business 


If  the  life  of  Joel  G.  Deere  were  a  mountain  plain  the  highest  peak, 
by  common  consent,  would  be  his  honesty.  Of  a  mean  trick  he  did  not 
seem  capable.  Never  could  he  be  justly  accused  of  taking  undue  advantage. 
Himself  and  his  own  interests  would  he  sacrifice  rather  than  be  guilty 
of  a  semblance  of  unfairness  toward  those  with  whom  he  had  to  do. 

Nor  did  he  have  over  much  mercy  toward  those  in  the  business  world 
who  persisted  in  giving  themselves  to  shady  practices.  No  “get-rich  quick 
plan”  appealed  to  him  except  it  be  to  merit  his  scorn.  Straightforwardness, 
industry,  economy,  foresight,  fair  play  were  his  stock  in  trade.  These,  to¬ 
gether  with  business  and  commercial  conditions  that  obtained  during  the 
Civil  War  gave  him  a  good  start  up  the  hill  of  prosperity.  The  war  he 
could  not  enter  because  of  a  crippled  arm  which  he  bore  to  his  grave. 
While  many  another  man  no  more  patriotic  was  fighting  for  the  L  nion 
it  was  his  to  remain  at  home  and  to  get  a  start  in  material  things.  The 
vantage  ground  he  thus  gained  in  those  davs  lie  kept.  Notwithstanding 
occasional  reverses  which  came  later,  especiallv  the  burning  of  his  place 
of  business  in  1887,  tie  came  to  the  end  of  his  working  days  with  a  liberal 
hequest  for  his  children. 

For  about  half  a  centurv  he  devoted  his  life  to  the  service  of  the

business  public  in  a  given  community;  long  enough,  certainly,  for  one’s 
inner  self  to  become  known.  During  the  days  prior  to  the  fire.  Bluff  Mills, 
with  its  woolen  factory,  its  general  store,  its  grist  mill,  its  scenery  and  its 
boating  facilities  was  visited  annually  by  thousands  on  business  errands 
or  on  pleasure  bent.  All  this  brought  our  subject  into  close  contact  with 
many  and  into  casual  relations  with  more.  And  his  best  friends  were  those 
who  knew  him  longest.  Faults  and  short  comings  were  his  because  he  was 
a  human,  but  as  a  man  in  commercial  affairs  he  was  pronounced  by  friend 
and  foe  alike  as  above  suspicion  and  reproach. 


Love  of  Home 

As  loyal  as  he  was  to  his  life-work  he,  nevertheless,  gave  his  home 
first  place.  He  loved  it  with  a  devotion  as  deep  as  it  was  quiet.  In  his  home 
did  his  life  find  its  Highest  inspiration  and  its  deepest  satisfaction.  While 
friends  were  ever  welcome  at  his  fireside,  they  were  not  essential ;  for 
complete  satisfaction  did  he  feel  in  the  circle  of  his  own  household.  Both 
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by  precept  and  example  he  taught  his  children  the  dignity  of  toil.  His 
sons  can  testify  that  he  seldom  left  the  home  at  morning  time  without 
first  laying  out  work  sufficient  to  keep  them  busy  until  his  return  at  night. 
But  work  became  easier  when  it  was  remembered  that  he  toiled  too.  that 
he  labored  for  his  own,  and  that  he  was  deeply  interested  in  their  welfare 
and  happiness. 

A  joy  through  all  the  years  will  be  the  memory  of  the  winter  evenings 
about  the  fireplace  in  which  the  father  had  built  a  cheerful  lire  that  served 
as  a  rallying  point  to  the  family  who  relished  the  bucket  of  apples  or  the 
hickory  nuts  that  had  been  gathered  in  the  fall  and  laid  by  for  such  a 
time.  The  sighing  of  the  wind  as  it  swept  around  the  corner  of  the  house, 
the  beating  snow  as  it  fell  against  the  door,  the  long  wintry  evenings, 
the  fellowship  of  the  occupants  of  the  home  as  they  sat  about  the  glowing 
fire — ,  who  that  has  poetry  in  his  nature  is  not  stirred  by  such  a  memory? 
On  such  occasions  the  familiar  figure  of  the  home  may  have  sat  beside  the 
lamp  with  book  in  hard;;  perchance  his  voice  was  not  often  heard  during 
the  hours,  but  none  the  less  was  he  conscious  of  the  atmosphere  that  filled 
the  room,  and  in  his  quiet  way  he  reveled  in  the  fellowship  and  enjoyed 
the  levity  of  the  hour. 

In  social  circles  the  subject  of  this  sketch  could  not  pass  master  as  a 
fine  conversationalist.  Nor  did  he  so  aspire.  His  reticence  and  his  infor¬ 
mality  made  him  at  his  best  in  the  family  circle.  He  was  a  lifelong  Mason. 
His  lodge  honored  him  by  making  him  treasurer,  and  he  was  complimented 
upon  the  care  and  accuracy  with  which  he  kept  the  account.  He  enjoved 
the  fraternal  meetings  with  the  few  in  the  lodge  room,  but  to  him  the 
most  sacred  and  satisfying  spot  on  earth  was  the  “Old  Home”  standing 
in  the  middle  of  the  tree  lined  lawn;  and  the  dearest  objects  in  the  world 
were  those  who  frequented  its  precincts — his  companion,  his  children  and 
his  grandchildren.  Homeward  his  thoughts  turned  during  the  dav,  and  in 
the  family  circle  his  evenings  were  fondly  spent. 

To  him  one  of  the  happiest  days  of  all  the  year  was  the  time  of  the 
gathering  of  the  families,  as  is  witnessed  in  the  fact  that  he  planned 
the  day  of  the  first  reunion  at  the  Shades  and  himself  generously  bore  the 
expense  of  the  meal  at  the  hotel  so  the  women,  spared  the  burden  of  re¬ 
sponsibility,  might  be  free  to  enjoy  the  social  touch  and  the  friendly 
atmosphere  of  the  occasion.  Frequently  was  he  heard  to  say  at  such  times: 
“Well,  we  shall  not  all  live  to  get  together  another  year”.  And  this  state¬ 
ment,  be  it  remarked,  was  only  the  expression  of  his  jealous  regard  for 
and  his  sincere  delight  in  family  fellowship. 

His  devotion  to  his  companion,  always  beautiful,  was  never  more 
abosrbing  than  in  the  latter  days  of  his  life.  It  seemed  the  time  of  second 
honey-moon — his  resting  with  his  beloved  after  the  stress  and  strain  of 
the  years,  before  his  final  going  on.  In  his  chair  on  the  front  porch:  in 
the  garden  gathering  vegetables  for  the  meal;  in  the  shade  of  a  tree,  string¬ 
ing  beans  for  dinner,  or  with  hook  in  hand;  strolling  out  across  the  farm: 
silting  in  the  presence  of  her  who  above  all  others  had  been  the  inspiration 
of  his  years — thus  in  quietness  and  leisure  was  he  privileged  to  spend  the 
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ev’n  time  of  his  life  till  at  sunset  he  heard  the  Voice  announcing  the 
dawning  of  a  new  day  and  eternal. 

His  Companion 

The  devoted  wife  who  walked  so  courageously  beside  him  for  more 
than  fifty  years,  it  is  not  forgotten,  contributed  immeasurably  to  his  hap¬ 
piness  and  his  success.  “My  wife  has  made  my  fortune*5,  said  a  gentleman 
of  great  possessions,  “by  her  thrift,  prudence,  and  cheerfulness,  when  I 
was  just  beginning”.  “And  mine  has  lost  my  fortune”,  answered  his  com¬ 
panion  bitterly,  “by  useless  extravagance,  and  repining  when  I  was 
doing  well5’. 

The  mother  of  Joel  Deere’s  children  Aras  a  help-meet  and  not  a  hin¬ 
drance.  For  her,  no  work  was  loo  hard,  and  no  sacrifice  too  great  in  the 
interest  of  her  own. 

For  her  husband  and  her  children  and  her  home  her  life  has  been 
lived  until  her  hair  is  grayed,  her  face  wrinkled,  and  her  form  enfeebled. 

As  she  journeys  among  her  children  with  the  foreglow  of  eternity 
resting  upon  her  eighty  years-old-brow,  memory  may  well  bring  stimulating 
assurance  of  fidelity  to  husband  and  home,  while  hope  casting  her  vision 
futureward  sees  beyond  the  veil,  which  all  too  soon  must  be  lifted,  the 
face  and  the  form  without  whom  her  last  days  have  been  unsettled,  un¬ 
satisfactory  and  all  but  empty. 

Faith  and  Life 

Religiously,  the  head  of  the  Deere  family  was  Missionary  Baptist, 
he  with  his  companion  joining  Freedom  church  late  in  life,  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  but  one  having  preceded  them  in  church  affiliation.  They  were  baptized 
by  Rev.  W.  T.  Cuppy  in  Sugar  Creek,  near  the  bridge,  on  a  New  Years 
day,  it  being  necessary  first  to  cut  the  ice. 

Making  a  profession  so  late  in  life  and  being  of  a  disposition  that 
shrank  from  publicity,  it  is  not  surprising  that  his  voice  was  not  often 
heard  in  public  worship.  The  writer  of  these  pages  never  heard  him  pray 
but  once,  and  that  was  at  the  table  of  Uncle  Alfred  and  Aunt  Samantha 
Mitchell  when  in  response  to  the  words:  “Joe,  you  ask  the  blessing”,  his 
head  bowed  and  his  lips  moved  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  bounty 
that  never  fails. 

His  nature,  however,  was  deeply  religious;  and  his  faith,  though 
silent,  was  genuine.  He  made  very  little  of  profession,  but  much  of  practice. 
There  was  nothing  of  the  Pharisaic  element  in  him.  Had  he  mingled  more 
largely  the  active  side  of  his  religion  with  the  contemplative  his  life  would 
have  meant  even  more  to  his  fellows.  To  him  theology  was  a  stranger, 
but  the  God  of  theology  he  honored  in  daily  life.  A  creed  he  doubtless 
never  defined  to  himself,  but  the  life  of  Christ  he  embodied  in  worthy 
degree.  Emerson’s  scathing  words  could  find  no  application  in  him:  “What 
you  are  sounds  so  loud  in  my  ears  that  I  cannot  hear  what  you  say”. 

.  ITis  life  was  an  open  book  on  whose  white  pages  his  friends  and  relatives 
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beheld  a  record  of  kindness,  charity,  sympathy,  reverence,  devotion  to 
best  things. 

Closing  Scenes 

Never  did  his  faith  fail  him.  During  his  last  illness  there  occurred 
an  incident  known,  perhaps,  to  hut  one  member  of  the  immediate  family. 
A  son  was  with  him  late  in  the  night,  the  rest  of  the  family  having  retired. 
The  old  dog  out  in  the  yard  was  moaning  pitifully  as  in  sympathy  with 
the  suffering  in  the  anxious  home.  At  that  instance  the  son  was  called  to 
the  bedside  when  the  father,  resting  the  fingers  of  one  hand  upon  the 
rapidly  beating  pulse  of  the  other  said:  ‘‘What  does  this  mean?”  The  son 
although  not  given  to  superstition  listened  to  the  howling  of  the  dog  and 
felt  the  wildly  throbbing  pulse,  wondering  whether  the  family  should  be 
called.  At  this  juncture  he  dared  say:  “Father,  isn't  it  line  to  be  a  Chris¬ 
tian?”  To  which  a  feeble  voice  and  a  firm  faith  replied:  “Yes”. 

This  faith  it  was  on  which  he  pillowed  his  head  and  rested  his  hope 
when,  on  February  9,  1903,  just  at  the  setting  of  the  sun,  he  closed  his 
eyes  on  the  scenes  of  earth.  What  was  darkness  to  his  family  and  friends 
was  day  to  him.  “Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  Iris 
saints”.  With  Victor  Iluao  he  was  learning:  “I  have  finished  my.  day's 
work.  But  I  cannot  say  I  have  finished  my  life.  The  tomb  is  not  a  blind 
alley;  it  is  a  thoroughfare.  It  closes  on  the  twilight;  it  opens  with  the 
dawn”. 

Thus  were  ended  the  sufferings  which  had  dragged  themselves  out 
into  months.  His  death  was  universally  lamented.  Scores  of  friends  gathered 
with  the  family  at  Union  church  where  Rev.  S.  K.  Fuson  conducted  simple 
services  over  the  remains  which  were  then  laid  to  rest  in  the  little  cemetery 
north  of  the  church. 

Such  is  the  life  story  of  Joel  Garnett  Deere — devoted  husband,  faithful 
father,  true  friend,  successful  business  man,  worthy  citien,  exemplary 
Christian.  His  living  was  an  inspiration,  his  dying  a  challenge  to  faith, 
and  his  memory  is  a  loom  whose  shuttle  of  influence  is  going  back  and 
forth  through  the  warp  and  woof  of  the  family  life  weaving  the  several 
threads  into  a  fabric  of  fellowship  and  harmony.  Because  he  lived  we  live. 
Because  he  lived  so  worthily  we  would  emulate  him  until  our  life,  too, 
shall  be  lived  only  in  the  grateful  appreciation  of  relatives  and  friends 

who  shall  think  of  us  as  exalted  in  the  great  Beyond.

Rev.  John  Deere  558  (in  February,  1912) 
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JOHN  DEER  <74) 

John  Deer,  son  of  Simeon  Deer,  came  to  Iowa  in  the  1850’s  with  his 
wife  and  children.  They  settled  on  a  broad  and  fertile  tract  of  land  in  the 
northern  part  of  Adams  county.  He  left  from  this  homestead  to  go  to  the 
Civil  War  and  contracted  the  measles  while  in  the  army,  from  which  he 
never  recovered.  He  was  buried  somewhere  in  the  South.  He  left  his  wife 
and  four  children. 

William  Benjamin  Deer,  second  son  of  John  Deer,  spent  most  of  his 
life  on  the  farm  homsteaded  by  his  father.  He  was  a  most  conservative 
man  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  After  his  mother’s  death  he  bought  out 
the  interest  of  his  brother  and  his  sister  in  this  fertile  Iowa  farm,  and 
operated  it  until  1919  when  he  moved  to  Corning,  Iowa.  It  Avas  then  that 
he  turned  the  farm  over  to  his  son.  He  died  in  Corning  in  1936  at  the 
age  of  84  years.  He  Avas  a  member  of  the  Baptist  faith. 

Delno  Deer  is  the  oldest  son  of  William  B.  Deer.  He  is  iioav  the  third 
generation  of  the  Deer  family  to  live  on  the  same  farm  Avhich  has  been 
handed  doAvn  through  the  years.  He  is  a  Spanish  War  Veteran,  haAing 
Arolunteercd  his  sendees  Avhen  that  call  came.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  lodge. 

Wayne  Deer  is  the  oldest  Irving  son  of  Delno  Deer.  He  is  an  electrician 
and^  lives  in  Seattle,  Washington. 

Rodney  Deer  is  the  third  son  of  Delno  Deer  and  works  in  the  lumber 
mills  at  Portland,  Oregon. 

Uel  Deer  is  the  youngest  son  of  William  B.  Deer.  He  Avas  the  first 
of  thi  s  branch  of  the  family  to  add  an  “e”  to  the  end  of  his  name.  Thus 
his  descendants  will  be  knoAvn  as  “Deere”  instead  of  “Deer”.  For  a  good 
many  years  he  has  been  interested  in  the  Co-operathTe  organization  of  the 
state  of  IoAva,  and  at  the  present  time  is  manager  of  the  local  Co-operative 
at  Corning,  Iowa. 

Don  Uel  Deer  is  the  second  child  and  only  son  of  Uel  Deer.  He  Avas 
\rery  active  in  the  Boy  Seoul  movement  in  his  youth,  and  attained  the 
rank  of  Eagle  Palm.  He  is  noAV  in  his  third  year  of  Miifhig  Engineering 
at  IoAva  State  College,  and  hopes  to  folloAv  this  profession  at  the  completion 
of  his  course. 

Wilma  Adlyn  Deere  is  the  only  daughter  of  Uel  and  Wilma  Hanna 
Deere  and  is  teaching  school.

Corning,  IoAva 
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Simeon  Deer,  Jr.,  son  of  Simeon  Deer  and  Mary  E.  Clore  Deer,  was 
born  on  the  farm  north  of  Waveland  on  March  23rd,  1834.  Simeon  Deer. 
Jr.,  the  horn  pioneer  of  Indiana,  later  went  to  Iowa  and  was  married 
to  Miss  Sarah  Jane  Ireland  February  14th,  1860.  Miss  Ireland  was  born 
March  20th,  1840.  She  had  gone  to  school  for  some  time  to  Robert  A. 
Younger  and  was  at  the  head  of  her  class  in  that  Iowa  school.  To  this 
union  were  born  four  children.  Ben  Franklin  Deer  was  born  in  Iowa  on 
May  8th,  1861.  Simeon  and  family  went  to  California  and  Oregon  and 
their  mode  of  travel  was  by  wagon  drawn  by  horses  or  oxen.  Simeon 
helped  load  a  ship  on  the  west  coast  which  carried  two  and  one-half  bushel 
sacks  of  wheat  on  board.  Some  of  the  men  thought  he  could  not  hold  out 
at  that  job,  but  he  did.  He  also  took  a  gold  claim  in  California,  but  made 
nothing  from  it.  It  being  in  war  time  Simeon  helped  haul  army  supplies 
there.  His  wife  died  in  Oregon  on  September  21st,  1869  when  her  son 
John  was  one  month  and  one  dav  old. 

In  1870  Simeon  left  John,  the  baby  with  a  family  named  Murray  in 
Oregon,  and  started  back  home  to  his  father’s  house  north  of  Waveland. 
Indiana,  by  stage.  The  Union  Pacific  railroad  first  commenced  business 
in  1869  between  San  Francisco,  California,  and  eastern  points.  Simeon 
and  the  two  children,  Charlie  and  Mary  took  the  train  also  before  reaching 
home.  It  is  said  that  the  children  were  pitied  by  the  folks  on  the  train 
and  some  of  the  passengers  gave  them  money. 

While  at  his  father’s  home,  Simeon  got  acquainted  with  Jane  Summers, 
who  was  working  there  and  later  married  her.  To  that  union  were  born 
Elijah  Deer  February  8th,  1872  and  Martha  Ellen  Deer  in  1881.  Simeon 
farmed  at  different  places  around  Wallace  and  Yeddo  in  Fountain  Countv, 
where  his  children  of  his  first  wife  finished  coins  to  school  and  became 
practically  full  grown.  His  son,  Charley  left  home  for  the  west.  About  1882 
Simeon  bought  a  farm  west  of  Lawenceburg,  Tennessee,  and  moved  his 
family  there.  While  living  in  Tennessee  the  daughter  of  his  first  wife,  Marv 
Florence  Deer,  was  married  to  Albert  W.  Bever,  a  carpenter  by  trade,  from 
Hillsboro,  Indiana.  To  this  union  were  born  four  boys  as  follows:  Joseph 
Bever  on  December  18th,  1892;  Charley  Bever  September  20th,  1891: 
Harvey  Bever  August  24th,  1897;  and  Simeon  Bever  June  21st,  1899.  Simeon 
Bever  died  November  26th,  1913  by  a  shotgun  accident. 

About  1897  Simeon  Deer  traded  his  farm  in  Tennessee  for  a  farm 
in  Randolph  County,  in  eastern  Indiana,  near  Farmland.  After  living 
among  his  kin  folks  and  renting  in  Fountain  County.  Indiana,  about  otic 
year,  he  and  his  family  removed  to  tlicir  farm  in  Randolph  Countv  in 
1898  where  Simeon  died  in  1902.  His  second  wife  died  in  1929.  Mary 
Florence  (Deer)  Bever  died  August  17th,  1902.

Jobe  Deer,  son  of  Urial  Deer  and  Frances  Long  Deer,  was  born  April 
26,  1848  at  the  family  homestead,  a  farm  near  what  is  now  Kingman. 
Indiana.  The  town  was  built  on  part  of  the  original  farm  tract.  He  attended 
the  primative  schools  that  Indiana  afforded  at  that  time.  At  the  age  of 
sixteen  he  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army.  He  served  two  enlistments  as  private 
in  Company  “G”  133  Regiment  and  Company  “Er’  149  Regiment  Indiana 
Infantry.  He  returned  to  Indiana  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  and  on 
December  25,  1877  was  married  to  Sarah  Josephine  Surbaugh,  daughter 
of  Dr.  Alexander  Surbaugh  and  Katherine  Duzan  Surbaugh  at  Harveys* 
burg,  Indiana.

The  address  given  after 
each  name  is  the  last  residence  if  dead,  or  the  present  address  if  living.
